CANADA WILL SEND 
HARRY THAW BACK 
TONEW HAMPSHIRE 


Slayer Will Be Deported at 
Point He Crossed Line and 
Not to New York State. 


TRAPPED IN SMALL VILLAGE 


Admits Identity to Deputy Sheriff 
on Train and Is Arrested 
by Constable. 


Ottawa, Aug. 19.—Harry K. Thaw will be 
deported from Canada, under the present 
plans of the Canadian immigration depart- 
ment, because, within the meaning of the 
Canadian immigration act, he ise regarded 
as a prohibited person.” 

+» custom is followed he will be sent back to 
New Hampshire, from which state he en- 
tered tlre dominion. 

It was late this afternoon when the de- 
partment was officially notified of Thaw’s 
apprehension, and immediately Inspectors D. 
H. Reynolds and F. B. Witlans were dis- 
patched to Sherbrooke with instructions to 
watch the case and institute proceedings to 
deport him. The department this afternoon 
wired the chief of police at Sherbrooke to 
hold Thaw under the immigration ect. 


Act Seems to Be Plain. 

The act seems plain in regard to Thaw's 

case. There are certain classes who, under 
section 40, are not eligible to enter Canada, 
or who, if they succeed in doing 80, are not 
permitted to remain here. The law states 
that idiots, imbeciles, insane people, or'crim- 
inale shall not enter the country, and if they 
‘succeed in eluding immigration officers they 
‘shall be deported forthwith. 0 
There is an exception, however, and it is | 
interesting. to note that the negro 
Jack Johnson, recently managed to pass 
through Canada under the clause which pro- 
vides that one of the prohibited class who 
enters Canada, carrying with him through 
transportation to another country, may not 
have his progress impeded. 
Information received here does not say 
whether Thaw had taken the precaution of 
securing such transportation, though follow- 
ing so closely on the Johnson affair it is dif- 
ficult to see how his legal advisers could 
have overlooked this contingency. 


Doubt on Extradition. 
At the justice department doubt is er- 
pressed as to the power of the courts to 
grant extradition. In the treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States escape 
from an asylum is not mentioned as an 
extraditable offense. The department, how- 
ever, expressed the opinion that the case 
comes ynder the immigration act. 
Questions of the legality of Thaw's arrest 
do not conflict with any action under the 
immigration act. Deportation proceedings 
are simple. They merely consist in arrest- 
ing the object of deportation and if there s 
sufficient evidence as to his identity and as 
to his disability to enter the country he is 
escorted across the border to a point seventy- 
five miles in the interior. 
The custom is to remove him through the 
port and into the state from which he en- 
tered, after the officers of the United States 
government have been notified in advance. 
Objections to deportation proceedings have 
rarely succeeded. 


THAW HELD AT SHERBROOKE. 
Sherbrooke, Que., Aug. 19.—Harry K. Thaw 
ig being held here following hig arrest in the 
village of Hermenegilde-Garford& near Coat 
cook, early thie morning.

Fleet by Night to Battle 
Defending Warships. 


BOOM! GUNS BLAZE-BOOM! 


Chicago lay last night at the mercy of an 
attacking fleet which, under cover of dark- 
ness, steamed into the harbor off Grant park, 
swept the decks of the defending gunboats, 
silenced their guns, and took possession of 
the harbor. ; 

Capt. John G. Beddy, in command of the 
United States revenue cutter Tuscarora, rep- 
resented the attacking party. The defense of 
the city was under the command of Com- 
mander C. M. Stone, U. S. N., assigned in 
charge of the Naval Reserves of the United 
States. 

The city was defended by the following 
ships: The Essex, Yantic, Gopher, Wol- 
verine, Niagara, the flagship Dubuque, and 
the private steam yacht Mary Alice, belong- 
ing to William J. Connors of Buffalo. More 
than a thousand shots were fired in the sham 
battle which was the week's feature of the 
Perry centennial and Chicago's seoond an- 
nual water carnival. The “fight” repre- 
sented the greatest naval maneuver ever wit- 
nessed off Ohicago. 


Searchlight Diseloses Attackers, 
Shortly after 9 o'clock the wavering fin- 
ger of light from the powerful electric 
searchlight on Commander Stone's flagship, 
the Dubuque, disclosed in the darkness of 
the outer harbor the stealthy approach of 
the Tuscarora. The attacking ship was 
steaming slowly in through the center gap 
in the breakwater. Not a ray of light was 
to be seen from the ports or upper structure. 
The Dubuque opened fire with its four inch 
guns. At the same moment the Ardois sig- 
nals on its masthead flashed red and white 
in rapid succession, bearing to the remainder 
of the fleet the message, The enemy is ap- 
proaching.” Instantly long fingers of light 
reached out from each ship in the harbor and 
revealed the Tuscarora in a light as bright 
as day. Every gun port blazed forth 
viciously. 


quis Rake Defending Ships. 

Capt. Berry entered the harbor and made 
a sudden turn to the north, passing down the 
east side of the line of gunboats. In the Tus 
caroro’s dash down the line its guns flashed 
and boomed continually as it passed the 
Gopher, the Yantic, the Dubuque, and the 
Essex. At the northern end of the harbor, 
the Tuscarora circled the Essex, raking it 
with fire on all sides. On the return dash, 
the attacking ship, supposedly followed by 
an imaginary fleet passed between the 
Essex and the Dubuque. Both ships re- 
sponded to the fire of the Tuscarora, but 
eventually were silenced. From the mast- 
head of the Dubuque Commander Stone con- 
tinued to flash his orders to his fleet until the 
last. 

The Tuscarora then turned its attention to 
the Yantic and the Gopher, which were 
silenced after a blistering fire of howitzers 
at close range. The Wolverine was engaged 
last and put up a doughty resistance until 
ordered from the flagship to give up the fight.

After the fighting and the cheering were 
over, the commanders of the various ships di- 
rected their gigs toward the clubhouse of the 
Chicago Yacht club where, between tangos, 
the fight was discussed.

Hundreds of Missouri mothers and daugh- 
ters and wives and sweethearts were busy, 
too, preparing lunches for the boys.“ In 
many counties the women have organizations 
of theirown.

Tonight Gov. George H. Hodges of Kansas 
was busy in the state house at Topeka wind- 
ing up his state business so he might journey 
to Jefferson City and assist Gov.

St. Paul, Minn, Aug. 10. — Woman as an 
insurance risk was debated at length ta- 
night by delegates at the meeting of the 
medical section of the American Life Insur- 
ance association. 

No definite conclusion was reached, al- 
though many of the speakers contended that 
women’s intuition informs them of approach- 
ing death and they seek life insurance and 
therefore are undesirable risks. The conven- 
tion proper will begin tomorrow. 

Other arguments given by Dr. D. A. Talbot 
of Kansas City and other speakers were: 

Until recently the women insured were 
those who sought insurance and not those 
solicited by agents. 

Medical examination’ of women is more 
difficult and less rigid than of men. 

Married women, insured by husbands who 
themselves have no insurance, are the worst 
kind of risks. ‘ 

Dr. Talbot asserted that spinsters are bet- 
ter risks than married women.

FIRM AGAINST MEDIATION PLANS 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—The text of 
President Huerta’s reply to the American 
proposals for mediation is being transmitted 
slowly to Washington in cipher messages. 

The second installment of the reply reached 
President Wilson tonight. This is the reply 
in which Huerta turns down this govern- 
ment’s suggestions, | 

John Lind cabled a summary of the reply 
yesterday, and this was considered at the 
conference at the White House yesterday 
afternoon. 

President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 


A summary from Mr. Lind giving brief- 
ly the Huerta government's rejection of 
the American proposals. 

About 1,000 words of the text of the 
Huerta reply, reported to be 7,000 words 
long. 

A message from Mr. Lind stating that 
he had been in conference at an early 
hour today with provisional ent 
Huerta; that the interview had cor- 
dial and was brought about at the sugges- 
tion of Huerta himself. i 

A denial from Charge O’Shaughnessy, 
authorised dy Provisional President 
Huerta, Geclarfti¢g there was no truth in 
the report of an ultimatum demanding 
recognition from the United States. 


Message Staves Off Debate. 

This information, coming in disconnected 
cipher messages which administration offi- 
cials themselves confessed some difficulty in 
understanding, was given to members of 
the senate committee on foreign relations, 
Republicans as well as Democrats, and had 
the effect of staving off debate on the Mex- 
ican question following sensational reports 
of a threatened severance of relations by the 
Huerta government, i 

Officials, though somewhat skeptical of the 
outcome of the present negotiations, took the 
view that nothing could be done by the 
United States at least until Mr. Lind ac- 
tually concluded his parleys with Huerta 


envoy has established pleasant unofficial re- 
lations. 

President Huerta's reply is written in a 
bombastic style that adopts all the flourishes 
of diplomatic interchanges and adds some- 
thing to them. It is probable that two or 
three days more will elapse before the entire 
reply gan be laid before the president. 


Reply Not Final Break. 
Huerta, in the installments that the prest- 
dent already has received, seldom approaches 
a flat refusal in any of his references to the 
provisions of the American communication. 
He continually assures Lind of the high es- 
teem in which he is held as the representative 
of the United States and of the exalted spirit 
in which he believes the United States has en- 
tered the negotiations. 

From a perusal of that part of the docu. 
ment already in Washington it can readily 
be seen that Huerta does not consider that 
his reply will absolutely terminate the nego- 
tiations, but to reject the American pro- 
posals, but in such fashion as to invite fur- 
ther interchanges on the basis of amended 
proposals. 

John Lind has assured President Wilson of 
the lack of finality in the Huerta note and in- 
dicated that he still had hope for the success 
of his mission. 


* 
Denial of Ultimatum Accepted. 

There was an undercurrent of skepticism 
among officials; however. who were inclined 
to credit Sefior Urrutia, Mexican minister of 
interior, with the responsibility for the re- 
ports published today that recognition had 
been demanded of the United States, with « 
threat of severing relations between the two 
countries. At the White House and state 
department the denial authorized by Provis- 
ional President Huerta was accepted. 

Reports of friction in the Huerta cabinet, 
however, were current, and Urrutia’s alleged 
declarations were cited in official circles as 
possible evidence of friction. It was pointed 
out that Urrutia had issued the first state- 
ment declaring that Mr. Lind would not be 
received unless he brought credentials ree- 
ognizing the Huerta government. 


Position of Urrutia Repudiated. 

This position later was repudiated not only 
by Frederico Gamboa. minister of foreign ro- 
lations, but by Provisional President Huerta 
as well, both of whom received Mr. Lind and 
expressed themselves since in comphmentary 
terms concerning his personality, though at 
the outset Mr. Lind informed them he did not 
bring recognition of the Huerta government. 

It is believed here in some quarters that 
Provisional President Huerta has practically 
decided to resign in favor of Sefior Gambea, 
with the intention of being a candidate in the 
coming elections. 

Feeling was tense throughout official 
Washington over the developments in the 
Mexican capital, but the denial sent by 
Charge O'Shaughnessy, stating that no 
ultimatum demanding recognition had been 
delivered, relieved the tension materially.

| Shadowed by Companion. 


Kelsea got off, as he had pianned, at Cole- 
brook. One of three men who were with 
Thaw got off, too, Kelsea thinks to shadow 
him. Kelsea went home, and a few minutes 
later was off in a big powered automobile in 
a chase of the train. 

Thaw and his companions alighted at Here- 
ford, with the deputy burning the road a few 
miles behind them. At Hereford Thaw hired 
a liveryman's team and drove over the inter- 
national line into the Canadian woods. After 
a five mile trip that seemed purposeless th 
driver became suspicious of his fares ar 
refused to go farther. It wasdark, but Tha. 
and his companions did not balk at this. 
They paid the liveryman, dismissed him, and 
by starlight began to thread their way 
through the forest to the open. 

They found a farmer's house, and Thaw 
offered the farmer $9 to drive the trio to 
the village of Hermenegilde-Garford. It was 
a short drive, and Thaw and his two friends 
were in their rooms at the village hotel at 
10:30 o'clock. 


Permitted to Finish Sleep. 


Kelsea’s road lay through the village, too. 
He quickly learned of the arrival of the 
three strangers and telephoned the police at 
Coaticook. The police, consisting of the vil- 
lage constable, decided to let Thaw sleep. 

At 6 o'clock this morning, however, he went 
to Hermenegilde-Garford and placed the 
three men under arrest. After Thaw's arrest 
Kelaea telegraphed the asylum authorities 
at Matteawan, claiming the reward. 

Why. I'm not Thaw, were the fugitive's 
Arat words to the constable. ‘I'll bet you 
$10 Igam not.“ 

Notwithstanding, Thaw and his friends 
were bundled Into an automobile and whisked 


the village lockup, the constable standing 
guard at the door. Thaw sent out word that 
he wanted a lawyer, and W. L. Shurtleff was 
summoned. His first words were an admoni- 
tion to his client not to talk to reporters. 

Before Thaw had been long in the lockup 
he admitted his identity. His companions, 
however, declined to say anything about 
themselves. 


Hearing Before Justice Short. 


After Thaw and his counsel had spent an 
hour or more in consultation Thaw was taken 
for a hearing to the office of Justice of the 
Peace Dupuis and formally arraigned on the 
following indictment: 

That Harry Thaw was legally convicted 
and confined for life and unlawfully escaped 
from the penitentiary.”

Statement Given by Thaw. 


From his cell in the county jail tonight, 
Thaw sent out to the newspaper men a state- 
ment under this caption, typewritten, in 
capitals: 

“No One Has Contended that for Two 
Years Nearly that Thaw has been in the 
Tombs he has been insane. There is no evi- 
dence of delusion in the slightest degree on 
his part. Is it anythinz crazy to take a pistol 
to defend himself against a man who calls 
you. a —— and threatens to kill you before 
morning?

The statement itself was, or purported to 
be, a printed synopsis of District Attorney 
Jerome's speech to the jury at Thaw's second 
trial. 

After Thaw had spent some hours in his 
cell and grumbled a bit at bis poor quarters, 
he was removed to the hospital, where the 
accommodations are better. At his lawyer's 
suggestion, he consentec to see reporters. 

„Where did you intend to go after you left 
Matteawan?’ he was asked. 

„I may have been going home,” he replied. 
No amount of questioning could induce him to 
modify this declaration. Nor could the inter- 
viewers persuade him to tell where he had 
been or what he had cone since leaving 
Matteawan.

The Progressive 
city committee tonight also indorsed these 
three fusion nominees.

nance forbidding dazzling headlights on au- 
tomobiles must be oboyed. It went into et- 
fect two weeks ago, but it is estimated that 
only about one-fourth of the motorists have 
complied with the law by shading or les- 
sening the brilliancy of their lamps. 


Will Classify Auto Lights. 

The capture of the Rush street bridge is 
a preliminary to the real campaign.

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. DOUBTS GETTING CAPITAL 


ea Causes Democrats to 
Fear Legislation Will Be 
Delayed.

n Owen kicked over the traces on the 
“quaation of currency legislation today and 
' threw a scare into the ranks of the 
— leaders, who want to put the 
eé@ministration measure through congress at 
this session. 
ste conference of the Democratic mem- 
pers of the senate banking and currency 
eommittee, of which he is chairman, Senator 
Owen asserted he favors immediate legisia- 
tion; but expressed considerable dissatisfac- 
tion with the bill now pending in the caucus 
jen ewe Democrats. 

He practically disavowed any part in the 
-gathorship of the bill, which was introduced 
in the senate under his name. 

The principal objection to the bill specified 

by Senator Owen is the provision that na- 
tional banks shall be required to contribute 
‘trom their own capital the capital of the 
federal reserve banks. The assessment for 
this purpose is 20 per cent of the capital of 
each national bank—10 per cent paid up and 
10 per cent subject to call. 


Doubts Power.Over Banks. 

The senator expressed doubt that the na- 
@enal banks under the law can be compelled 
d make this contribution. If the banks are 
allowed to make it voluntarily they will not 
40 80, the senator opined, unless they are 

_ permittted to control the banking system. 

Mr. Owen suggested it might be wiser to 
lodge the ownership of the reserve banks in 
the people by general stock subscription or in 
government. The resulf would be, it was 
pointed out, thet the reserve banks would 
deal directly with the people and would com- 
pete with the national banks for commercial 
business to the transaction of which the 
reserve banks would be limited. 

All of the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee, except Senator O'Gorman, were 
present. They wére hardly prepared for the 

‘announcement made by the.chairman. Mr 
Owen told them it is his intention to hold 
dails meetings of the Democratic members 
ef the committee, beginning tomorrow. and 
to work patiently at the task of framing 
currency measure.

The two women looked deeplygjisappointed 
and Mrs. Fenton left abruptly for a street 
car to visit the asylum. Mrs. Osterman was

Upper House Accepts Bristow Amend - 
ment in Regard te Test. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. : 19.—President 
Wilson's program for free sugar in 1916 won 
in the senate today when Democrats defeated 
all amendments to the sugar schedule. With 
all except Senators Ransdell and Thornton 


the Democrats defeated the Bristow amend- 
ment for a compromise duty, the Norris 
amendment against free sugar, and the Gal- 
linger amendment against free maple sugar. 

An amendment to abolish immediately the 
Dutch standard color test for sugar was 
adopted during the fight. It wae proposed by 
Senator Bristow, Republican, and accepted 
by Senators Simmons and Williams, the Dem- 
ocratic managers of the bill. Under its pro- 
visions the Dutch standard, against which a 
consistent fight has been waged since 1909, 
will be abolished as soon as the tariff bill be- 
comes law instead of next March, as the 
measure would otherwise have provided. 


Victory by Close Vote. 
Senator Bristow's amendment of a com- 
promise duty would have established a grad- 
ual reduction in duty from the present tariff 
of $1.90 a hundred pounds until in six years 
the tariff would have been $1.27%. Under 
the Cuban treaty this would have established 
a 97 cent tariff on Cuban sugar, which consti- 
tutes the bulk of the imports into the United 
States. 
A hard fight. wae made for the Bristow 
amendment, but when finally forced to a 
vote it was defeated, 89 to 84 But for the 
absence of Senators Works, Sterling, and 
Lippitt, Republicans, and Senator Poindex- 
ter, Progressive, the vote probably would 
have been 89 to 38. 
This close margin did not alarm the Demo- 
cratic leaders, however, for on a definite can- 
vass of the entire membership they were cer- 
tain of a majority. 
A subsequent motion by Senator Gallinger 
to strike out the provision to make maple 
sugar and glucose free of duty in 1916 was 
beaten, 37 to 88 


Ends Help for Trusts... 
The acceptance of Senator Bristow’s Dutch 
standard amendment was greeted with ap- 
plause on the Republican side. Senator Wil- 
liams, Democrat, said he had expected to 
make a similar suggestion, so that the abol- 
ishment of the Dutch standard, which is heid 
to be a strong discrimination in the interést 
of sugar refiners, would not be delayed until 
March, 1914, when the rest of the sugar tariff 
becomes effective.

; EUGENICS. 


Dr. William Bateson of Cambridge, 


speaking at the medical congress in London 
the other day, expressed a negative opinion 
as to the feasibility of the proposed eugenic 
marriage. He declared that nothing could 
be deduced from physical characteristics 
in such a union concerning mental capabili- 
ties or artistic genius, and he feared that 
otily trouble would ensue when physical 
traits alone were concerned, for many of the 
most serious diseases are not hereditary. 

In the meanwhile the eugenic laws 
passed by the legislatures of Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey are not working out as well 
as their sponsors hoped they would. A list 
of twenty questions, more or less, must be 
answered by applicants to the marriage li- 
cense clerk. Many of those questioned have 
the alternative of committing perjury or 
being refused permission to marry. The 
publicity repels them, and the questions, 
even where they can be answered in the 
negative, affront them. 

In Wisconsin the physician’s certificate 
removes some of these objections, but the 
whole eugenic theory is, apparently, some- 
thing for which the public is not quite ready. 
There must be more widespread education 
of the people on the subject, and form and 
object of the test will have to be modified 
before there is any general acceptance of it. 


| HIS FIRST JOB. 

In the small town, long before the boy 
graduates from the public school, his father 
has the boy’s career mapped out for him. 
There usually are not over half a dozen oc- 
cupations to choose from. The father knows 
the man with whom be wants his son to 
find work.

Angeles. The average was around 30 per 

cent. 

The only cities showing an apparent in- 
crease were Minneapolis, St. Paul, Syra- 
euse, Rochester, and Portland, and, in them, 
the apparent falling back is due to a change 
in the method of recording. 

In the few states where registration is al- 
most what it should be, the decrease in 
baby death rate averaged 19 per cent. Mich- 
igan made the worst showing with a gain of 
8 per cent. After allowance is made for the 
gain in the larger cities, 16 per cent in De- 
troit, the figures show that the rural dis- 
triets lost. 


— 

As the good things are being passed 
around, the city baby empties the platter, 
‘and the country baby gets none. Why is 
this? The mother in the country knows that 
her baby is safer than the city baby. There- 
fore she says, My baby is as safe as it 
can be.” Of course she is wrong. 

In the first place, there is not much differ- 
ence any more between the safety of the 
city and country babies. There are a dozen 
cities in America where babies are safer 
than in rural Illinois, Michigan, or Iowa. 
In the second place, the country baby could 
be twice as safe as he is. 

— 

I have before me an excellent “ save the 
babies bulletin, issued by the Iowa board 
of health. 

The country baby can always get milk 
fresh from the cow. There is no reason why 
milk more than ten hours from the cow 
should ever be given. As the cow is close at 
hand, the mother can always see that things 
are clean. : 

On the other hand, flies are more abund- 
ant in the country. Doctors and nurses be- 
ing harder to get, there is a greater chance 
that a mild diarrhœa will be not attended 


to. 

Baby, in living in the country, has disad- 
vantages as well as advantages. 14 
adVantages are not so great as the advan- 
tages, 4nd they can be surmounted. The 
mother of the country baby can learn from 
simple pamphlets such as this bulletin, from 
simple books such as Holt's, Kilmer's, or 
Newton's, how te surmount these difficul- 
ties.

It would be easily possible to cut the 
esent rural baby, death rate in halt. The 
rst need is that the mothers become dis- 
satisfied with the policy of let well enough 
alone. The second need is that the infor- 
mation how to do be carried to the coun- 

try homes. 
For instance, the state board should be 


able to put a bulletin for every mother in 


the county In the hands of the county health 
officer, and he should have the means of put- 
ting her copy in the hands of each mother. 

If that cannot be done, the next best 
thing is for each county health officer to 
persuade each paper in the county to rua 
the bulletin as suggested by Dr. Sumner. 
It is good dopr.

SOMETHING ELSE CAUSED DEATH. 

L. A. writes: Some time ago I went to see 
a friend of mine with my 18 months old 
baby, and afterwards found out there had 
been scarlet fever in the house some time 
previous. The child that had been sick with 
Scarlet fever was, at the time I visited the 
house, sick with kidney trouble brought on 
by scarlet fever. I do not think the house 
was fumigated at all. About three weeks 
after I visited there my baby took sick with 
scarlet fever and after three days’ illness he 
died. I did all I could and immediately called 
the doctor, but it seems nothing could be 
‘done. I am distracted beyond words. Will 
you be kind enough to let me know if you 
think the sickness came upon my baby by 
itself or after the three weeks I visited the 
house? Don't fail to set my heart at ease 
by answering as soon as you can, I can- 
not find rest or peace, thinking that I might 
have lost my baby through my fault. Please 
do not overlock this letter.

If three weeks passed between your visit and the 
time when your child became sick, the infection 
wes not contracted at that visit. Scarlet fever 
appears after a shorter interval than that. 5

He owned and himself edited for years a 
monthly publication at St, Petersburg en- 
titled The Sea and Its Life,“ in which he 
devoted considerable space to the propaga- 
tion of his ideas on naval matters, which are 
of am advanced character. | 

They are’views which constantly brought 
him into confilct with bis cousin, the late 
Grand Duke Alexis, who, as grand admiral 
of the imperial navy and its ranking officer 
until the war with Japan in 1004, repeatedly 
complafned to the czar, though without ob- 
taining any satisfaction. 

Nor was there ever any attempt made by 
the authorities at St. Petersburg to interfere 
with the publication of Alexander Michallo- 
vitch’s paper.

The grand duke, who talks English ex- 
tremely well, is a warm admirer and friend 
of Admiral Alfred T. Mahan, U. 8. N., and 
has not only translated all the latter’s works 
into Russian, but has, by distributing them 
gratis in the most broadcaat fashion, brought 
them within the reach of nearly every officer 
of the Russian navy. 

This, too, excited the fl! will of the late 
Grand Duke Alexis. 

Finally the quarrels between the two be- 
came so acute that the czar, in order to put 
an end to it, relieved Alexander, who is his 
brother-in-law, of his active command in the 
navy, in which he holds the rank of vice 
admiral, and entrusted him with the creation 
of the department of maritime trade and 
commercial ports. . 


— 

Under his direction works of improvement 
were initiated in all the ports, fresh docks and 
quays constructed, harbore dredged, and 
schools of commercial navigation, both for 
sailing masters and for seamen were estab- 
+ lished. 

State encouragement was given to the 
organization of steamship lines and to ship- 
building. 

The so-called volunteer fleet increased and, 
in. a word, everything that one can imagine 
was done by the grand duke to develop Rus- 
ma's maritime trade and prosperity.

“If 1 had been in the place of Alexander 
Alexandrovitch I should not have ventured 
to speak of the services of the nobility to 
the empire. Where are the services? 

“The nobles have bled the peasants to the 
marrow without giving them anything what. 
soever in return, not even the slightest at- 
tempt to improve their condition or their 
education. 

“The nobles have monopolized an well

RULES AT CITY BEACHES. 
Chicago, Aug. 14.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—I desire to call attention to the 
prudish conditions that existed at Rocky 
Ridge bathing beach, Seventy-ninth street, 
Sunday afternoon. Women cannot watch 
their boys, and men cannot watch their 
daughters in the water, being told to move 
on, you are on the wrong side,” and a man 
and wife cannot sit together on the beach. 
One incident—a man was asleep on the 
grass overlooking the beach, and the 
gardener brought the sprinkler, turned the 
water on without giving him warning. Some 
people thought it was funny, while others 


felt indignant. 
The policeman was kept busy with petty 


orders, which made a number of people 


very miserable. 

I would like to see the same privileges 
at Rocky Ridge as exist at Jackson and 
Lincoln park beaches, so that people can 
enjoy what belongs to them. B. A. W. 

I wish to state that it has been the policy of the 
special park commission, since the bathing beaches 
were placed under its jurisdiction, to segregate the 
sex of the bathers while in the water, on the beach 
or in the bath house, because this policy has 
eliminated many objectionable features connected 
with bathing beaches where mixed bathing is per- 
mitted. There is always more or less immodest 
and even immoral actions on the part of the bathers 
where mixed bathing is and in order 
te maintain the high standard of discipline de- 
manded by the public the special park commis- 
sion would be compelled to employ additional su- 
pervision, which would increase the cost of opera- 
tion, should mixed bathing be permitted. 

It ia true that many bathers prefer the mixed 
bathing, but we feel that the majority of the bath- 
ere using the city beaches prefer the present rule, 
and they patronize our beaches because of the ab- 
sence of conspicuous posers, sand bathers, and 
these whe care more to fool around and play all 
sorts of practical jokes rather than swim. 

The segregation rule was intended only to apply 
to bathers and not to spectators, and if the author- 
ities in charge have not permitted men and women 
onlookdra to sit together they have misconstrued 
the rule. This matter will be investigated at once, 
for we see no objection of having spectators mingle.

In answer to your. -article of the 16th 
inst.,“ Mr. Mricsson says. I would like to 
state that if the municipal art committee 
of the City club had used a little more judg- 
ment in regard to the billboard situation our 
hands would not have been tied as they now 
are by court order; fm other words, without 
the Court order, we could enforce the ordi- 
nance on the billboard companies, but now 
we cannot. 


Condemns Spirit of Criticism. 

Tou are criticising me for codperating 
wth the billboard companies in obeying the 
law. I take it as being my pafticular duty 
to codperate with the citizens in obeying the 
law as much as possible, and your article 
does not convey the right spirit or meaning 
as it is written. 

“I did prevail upon the biliboard com- 
panies to make more artistic billboards, as 


you can see by looking at the billboards erect- 


ed in the last few months. They havea green 
lattice work from the ground up to the under 
side of the board, with columns between the 
boards, and even the color effect is a great 
improvement on what it used to be a short 
time ago. 

“You say that Iam somnolent If you 
think so, you Can come up and look me over, 
My record speaks for itself. I think I have 
done more to enforce the building code than 
you expected of me in the beginning, and 


although the present building ordinance is | 


in many instances very severe on builders, 
not only on owners of billboards but of all 
other structures, I have been able to en- 
force it, and I have been criticised by many 
for the rigid enforcement of the building 
code. 

“ You also say we have been ‘ quiet’ with 
our billboard permits unti] Mr. Eames Mac- 
Veagh and the City club committee woke us

up. The City club and Mr. MacVeagh did not 

wake us up. They succeeded in tying our 

hands so that we cannot do anything. 
Before they started their waking proc- 


ess" we had things under control and en- 
forced the ordinance, as Mr. Warfield of the 
| City club stated in the building department 
last week when I asked him if he had dis- 
covered any deviations from the building 


code up to that time. He freely stated that 


the building department had taken action in 
every case before the City club appeared on 
th® scene, and this fact was stated to the 
building commissioner, the secretary of the 
building’ department, and two citizens, so I 


‘take it that Mr. Warfield was telling the 
truth, as he appeared to be. 


Statement Called Untruth, 

“ You say a mere clerk was checking up 
on frontage consents. This is not the truth, 
I considered the checking up of frontage 
consents to be. of sufficient importance to 


dslegate the. secretary of the department, 


who is the chief of the clerks of the building 
department, to do this work, and instructed 
him to do all checking up, knowing him to 
be a very conscientious, faithful and efficient 
worker, and that he was fully conversant 
with the billboard ordinance, which an ave- 
erage clerk would not be. 

“The City club thought so much of his 


_efforte in connection with billboards that 


some time ago they invited him to speak 
to the members of the City club on that 
very subject, and he was complimented by 
geveral members of the City club on account 
of his watchfulness in the billboard matter. 


More Men Needed? 
“ Before the council adjourned I asked for. 


two additional men for the department, of

Keeps Day Book in Kitchen. 

Our family consists of four adults. I keep 
in the kitchen what I call my day book. Eacn 
page represents a week and is marked off into 
days. In heresI enter, just as I buy, all my 
groceries, meats, etc.; also the small articles 
for the house, such as matches, soap, and toilet 
articles. My expenses for the week equal $3, 
and if I run over this amount I positively cut 
down that much the next week. On this amount 
we live well. I pay cash for everything, and 
in this way the butcher and grocer know I am 
perfectly independent of them, and so try hard 
to please me, knowing that in that way only 
can they keep my trade, I do no ordering, de- 
lieving I save money. by seeing everything be- 
fore I buy it. I buy cheaper cuts of meat and 
take great pains in cooking them, finding I am 
well repaid by the results and praise of the 
family. : 

One of our favorite dishes is “boneless 
birds.” I buy one and a half pounds hice round 
steak which I pound and cut into pieces four 
inches square. Into each of these I roll a small 
slice of bacon and some grated onion. Then I 
fasten with a string. I melt some good drip- 
ping and brown the steak, adding salt and pep- 
per. Then I add one pint of boiling water and 
a heaping tablespoon of browned flour. Cover 
and simmer two Hours, adding hot water when 
necessary. 

We eat plenty of vegetables in the spring, but 
I always figure on how much nutrition I am go- 
ing to get out of an article before I buy. I 
do not believe in giving my family delicatessen 
toods at all. as I consider them both expensive 
and unhealthy. I believe many a little child's 
stomach is ruined with a supper such as I have 
served to me when 1 go to friends, consisting 
of boiled ham, store salad, pickles, cheese, and 
bakery cake. Their supper is just as expensive 
as mine. which consists of a meat, potatoes, a 
vegetable, and a milk and egg aoa” *

Fooled Their Friends. 


Before we started housekeeping friends hinted 
and some even told us that we could not meet 
all cxpenses with my husband’s moderate in- 
come, but we have been able to more than Brove 
their mistake. for we have saved $20 eh 
month. without depriving ourselves of anything 
needed. My allowance for edibles is $5 per week, 
but I have never yet used it all for that pur- 
pose. Four dollars is the average spent, and 
we are neither of us small eaters, Besides, we 
entertain friends at dinner-or luncheon occa- 
sionally. With the remainder of the $5 I buy 
many little things needed for the home. Of 
course, one couldn't set a table plentifully on 
that amount if they bought in a haphazard way, 
kuc wing. and seeming to care, little of the com- 
purative value of foods. Housekeeping is my 
business now, just as much as teaching was my 
profession for five years. To be able to teach 


I had to make preparation, and then continually 
give time and thought to my work. Just 80 
in my home work, I devote a part of my time 
to planning, studying nutritive value of foods, 
te., and find that by being systematic in my 
work and in my buying about one-half of the 
time, energy, and money is spent which would 
be if thoughtlessly done. 

Will just take space to mention one big saving 
for the breakfast table. Instead of paying 25 
or 30 cents per pound for bacon or ham to eat 
with the eggs, I buy smoked shoulder or picnic 
hams, whole, at 12% or 14 cents a pound. We 
like it just as well. There is no waste, for I 
use the bone for making soup. Tastes fine in 
beans. We live in a cozy four room stove 
heated flat, and pay $16 per month rent. Our 
location is near enough to my husband's work 
that he can walk, thereby saving carfare, be- 
sides giving him the healthful exercise he so 
much enjoys, since he works in an office. 

For amusement we read, walk, visit the 
„movies,“ and an occasional good show. I do 
all my own work, as I think it so foolish and 
extravagant to pay out money to some one else 
to do it, while [ have plenty of time and 
strength. I know many young wives who have 
the time and strength, but not the inclination. 

By way of illustration—an older married 
woman said to me yesterday, “If I could iron 
my husband's shirts as beautifully as you do, 
I wouldn't send them to the laundry, either.” 
Well, I couldn't do them 80 beautifully either 
eight months ago, but I believed in learning. 
What she needs is a strong enough desire te 
save that money, and she wilh learn, too.

Sup- 
plied with every convenience, I do my washing, 
ironing, and baking. I also do my sewing and 
millinery. Some friends ask, “ How do you af- 
ford sd many hats? for I have three to their 
one, that cost not as much, . 

I watch the remnants for choice pieces of silk, 
velvet, and lace, get wire hat frames from the 
10 cent counter, and cover them neatly first 
with cloth or silk.

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The Snail's Wonderful Tongue. 

Imagine a lion or a tiger with a tongue any- 
thing from ten to twenty feet long; imagine 
that tongue to be covered on its upper surface 
with hundreds of thousands of horny hooks six 
or seven inches from the base to point—then 
you will have some idea of the terrible teeth 
and tongues possessed by some of the tiny 
creatures we pass heedlessly by every day of 
our lives, for the common slug and snail possess 
such a tengue, of course upon a small scale. 

The lingual ribbon, or palate as this tongue 
is called, is one of the most terrible weapons 
possessed by any living creature. It is a terrible 
weapon because of the enormous strength it 
possesses, the horny hooks being strong enough 
to cut a hole in a shell as well as to easily 
tear the softest flesh or the toughest seaweed. 
It must often have occurred to the observant 
nature lover that when such a soft bodied crea- 
ture as a snail can cut a tough cabbage leaf and 
shred it up in the way it often does, it must 
have a special tool for the work far harder 
than the soft flesh of its own body. Its tooth 
tongue is the apparatus with which it does it. 

Watch a snail the next time you see one feed- 
ing and you will notice that it seems to drag 
away pieces of the leaf rather than to cut it, 
and if you examine the leaf afterwards you 
will notice that the edge is not clean cut, as a 
caterpillar cuts it, but that it has a torn ap- 
pearance. The torn edge of a leaf indicates the 
work of a snail. The reason for this is that the 
snail sticks its thousand horny hooklets into 
the leaf of the cabbage and then draws in its 
tongue, dtagging a piece of the leaf with it. 
This is also a remarkable display of strength. 
For poor weak men to be able to compete with 
the snail they would have to be able fo bite 
pieces out of the toughest leather as easily 
as they can bite a piece of thin bread and but- 
ter.

O YOU wish that you could buy new 
raincoats for your little girl and your 
little boy? Wouldn't it comfortable 
to know that when they re out in the 
rain they were all cosy and dry? But 

raincoats for two little busy children cost 
money. Children tear things all to pieces Fv 
that they have to have good strong ones. 

Have you ever thought that you could earn 
their raincoats for them? Yes, indeed you 
can, just as easily as this woman did. 

Wouldn't you like to read this letter that 
tells how she did it?

“T have two little children, a girl of 9 and 
a little boy of 7. Molly has been going to 
school for three years and Jamie is going to 
start in the fall. Last year Molly was out in 
all sorts of weather and she often had colds 
because she wasn’t kept dry when it rained. 
She always had warm clothing on, but I mace 
up my mind last year that she should have a 
raincoat if I could get her one in any way. 
This summer I sort of forgot about it; until 
one day when I was reading your helpful col- 
umn J suddenly thought of Molly and the rain- 
coat that I'd like to buy her, and I decided 
right then that I'd try and see what I could 
do about earning money at home, and if I could 
I'd get that coat for her myself. 

“T didn’t know at first what to do. I haven't 
any particular talents, and we live in a neigh- 
borhood where every one does all of her own 
work. They are all in about the same circum- 
stances that we are. We are buying our little 
home, and while my husband gets a fair sal- 
ary, it keeps us pretty busy making both ends 
meet. 80 I knew that I couldn't make any 
money out of my nefghbors. I kind of worried 
about it for a few days. I wasn’t really wor- 
rying, but I was thinking as hard as I- could, 
I didn’t want to make any mistake if I could 
help it. When I wrote to you and asked you 
what you thought of my trying to make little 
flannel cases for silverware, it made me 80 
happy and so encouraged for you to tell me 
that you thought it was a good idea. The 
cases were so easy to make and it took so lit- 
tle time that I could sell them very reasonably, 
and I found that. many more people than I had 
thought of wanted cases for their silver. Most 
of the ones who bought those cases wanted 
some others made for their friends, and many 
of them asked me to make other sorts of cases. 
I stitched all of the seams twice so as to make 
them look tailored, and | used only a good 
quality of dark green and dark red canton 
flannel. The cases looked just like the ones 
that very expensive silverware comes in. Many 
of the women who bought them had wanted 
some for a long time, but they hadn’t thought 
of making them themselves. 

“It doesn't seem that I could have made 
enough money in this little time—it has been 
only three months—to buy a coat for each of 
the children, but I have, and what is better 
still, | have a little business started. It's a 
very, very little one, indeed. Perhaps some 
people wouldn't think it was a business at all. 
But it seems like one to me, and I’m so proud 
and happy over it.”

All the work 
of ordering planting, and cultivating this 
land is to done by the boy himself, un- 
der the direction of the school and rural 
life director, and it is an essential part of 
the program that the boy shall have the 
money which results from the sale of the 
produce. In this way not only will the 
boy be given a start in.ecientific agricul- 
ture and an immediate opportunity to put 
his school lessons into practice, but, in 
more than one instance. a hard headed and 
conservative old farmer will be likely to 
get a valuable lesson in up to date meth- 
ods. 
In the villages of the county the plan 
will be modified to suit local conditions. 
Last spring, for instance, the boys in the 
Morgan Park school took over an old and 
neglected apple orchard and spent much 
time in pruning and spraying the trees and 
enriching the soil, This fall they hope to 
sell a good harvest of apples. In their 
work the boys were backed by a little or- 
ganisation, formed among their parents, 
who put up the necessary money for the 
tools, and have really been quite as much 
interested as their sons. 
The idea back of the whole movement is 
to teach the children that dseful achieve- 
ment is the end and object of education. 
— 
A* the end of the school year an open 
air rural school festival will be held 
in each division, to which all the children 
and their parents will be invited. There 
will be music, drills, spelling bees, a din- 
ner in the woods, folk dancing and every- 
thing that makes country life attractive. 
At the trial festivals held last spring 
the attendance was almost embarrassing- 
ly large and the enthusiasm great. 
And it ‘must be remembered the di- 
rectors are on the job all summer long to 
help the young farmers, boys and girls 
alike, in the cultivation of their acreage 
club crops and to do anything that can 
be done to make the whole community a 
pleasant and profitable place for people to 
live in.

Mr. Farrell has been the principal of 
the schools at Summit. He was born on 
a farm, and under his direction some of 
the su experiments of last year 
were carried out. At à school in Worth 
township, for instance, the children tested 
in germination boxes nearly fifty bushels 
ot seed corn from the stock which their 
fathers had saved to plant last spring. 
Oue may imagine the interest excited in 
a farmer's family when the son came home 
from’ school and reported that only 58 per 
cent of the corn w his father intended 
to plant would germinate, while at the 
game time the boy was learning botany 
and how to compute percentages without 
having to spend a minute over stupid and 
uninteresting books. This same school 
won a prise of 50 offered by the Chicago 
and Burlington railroad to the rural school 
located along its lines which tested the 
most seed corn during the season. This 
prize money was invested in a canning out- 
fit with which the fortunate girls who 
attend the school this fall will learn wet 
and dry measure, chemistry and other sci- 
ences a6 a part of the interesting process 
of canning tomatoes, sweet corn, and 
other vegetables which they and their 
brothets have raised.

Commission Expected to Gain Argu- 
ments in Favor of Universal 
Peace Program. 


MANY NATIONS TQ HAVE ENVOYS 
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PARIS, Aug. 19.—On the initiative of the di- 
vision of intercourse and education of the 
Carnegie endowment fund for international 
peace, a committee representing the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Russia, Ger- 
many, and Austria has been appointed to 
make an impartial inquiry into the alleged 
massacres in the Balkans during the recent 
war and the economic consequences arising 
from the war. The inquiry will not be affected 
by any political considerations. 

The work of the committee will have as its 
basis evidence published by the various gov- 


ben 


ernments and by official news agencies and

‘Calumet, Mich., Aug. 19.—Gen. Abbey, in 
command of the state troops in the copper 
miners’ strike zone, tonight replied to the 
charge by J. H. Walker, representative of 
the American Federation of Labor, that sol- 
diers have. been guilty of attacking young 
girls,. riding down defenseless persons on 
sidewalks, assaulting and abusing strikers 
and their families, and that a man was shot 
in the back while peaceably on his way home. 

The general declared he knew that the last 
three mentioned charges were untrue, but 
that he had no evidence on the first named 
charge, so could not assert as to its falsity 
or truth. 

Walker's charges were made in a telegram 
to President Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor at Washington. 

Gen. Abbey said he and Maj. Pepper, judge 
advocate, called on Walker and asked for 
evidence so the guilty persons might be ar- 
rested and turned over to the civil author- 
ities. The evidence was not forthcoming, he 
said. 

Walker said he was going away, to be gone 
about a week, and on his return probably

Executive Chambers by 
Trustees Today. 


EMPLOYES MAY LOSE JOBS 


Democratic state organization today contin- 
ued its preparations to isolate Gov. Sulzer in 
the executive chamber. The trustees of 
public buildings tomorrow will designate 
Lieut. Gov. Glynn's offices as the executive 
offices. All executive office employés will be 
given a chance to declare allegiance to Mr. 
Glynn, dut if they refuse their pay will be 
cut off and new appointments made. 1 

Gov. Sulzer had Valentine Taylor, his coun- 
sel, personally interviewed every member of 
the executive chamber staff today to find out 
who would or would not be loyal to Gov. Sul- 
zer. 


Sulzer Appeal Sounded. 
“ The governor wants to know who desires 
to continue to serve under him.“ said Taylor 
in discussing the question with the employés, 
„and he thought it but fair to say that you 
might have to go without your salaries in 
case Mr. Glynn asked for your services and 
you continued to serve the governor. 
“You can take today off if you like and 
discuss this thing with your families, as it 
is very important to each of you personally, 
for if the governor should lose out you might 
not again be able to get a position in the 
state service. I should like to have final 
word from you by the time youcome to work 
tomorrow morning.”

HORNING TELLS FACTS. 


Stockyards Representative Met 
Lenders at Conference to 
Discuss Loan Shark 
Legislation.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—[Special.]— 
James T. McDermott, Chica go's stock yards 
congressman, obtained $1,000 from George C. 
Horhing, chief of the pawnbrokers’ forces 
fighting the loan shark legislation, according 
to testimony heard today by the house lobby 
investigating committee. 
By virtue of hard prodding the committee 
elicited this and other interesting admissions 
from Horning, who was an extremely reluc- 
tant witness. Horning said he loaned ” Mo- 
Dermott the $1,000 without note, security, or 
| interest charge and without any understand- 

ing as to its payment. He said McDermott 
has not paid him any of the amount. 
Horning said he gave McDermott this 
money in varous amounts up to the latter 
part of 1911. It wasin 1911 that Horning con- 
ferred with Representative McDermott and 
John D. McDermott, general field agent of 
the United Brewers’ association, in the lat- 
ters New York office on plans for the fight 
against the loan shark bill. 


McMichael Supports Testimony. 
McMichael testified that Congressman Mo- 
Dermott admitted receiving $7,500 from the 
pawnbrokers for his work in their behalf, 
Horning admitted he participated in this 
conference and that Congressman McDer- 
mott, John D. McDermott, and McMichael 
were there. They discussed the loan shark 
bill, he said, but he could remember few of 
the details. 

He would neither affirm nor deny that Con- 
gressman McDermott while in the conference 
sought to call on the long distance telephone 
his friend, Representative Rothermel of 
Pennsylvania, a member of the District of 
Columbia committee in which the loan shark 
bill was pending.

Protests from the Lincoln park board 
terday to withdraw its demand that a con- 
siderable part of its assessment in the park 
district be transferred to South Town, where 
the tax rate is lower.

This is ld to rep- 
resent for the most part intangible assets. 
We have placed stock assessments where 
we never did before,” sald Roy O. West, pres- 
ident. I cannot estimate the amount of 
the raise we have made, but know it runs 
into thousands. If there was an adequate 
tax law in the state it would not be necessary 
to tax capital stock, because all property

ALPINE MURDER MYSTERY 
STILL LACKING A SOLUTION. 


Police Work on Evidence Taken at In- 
quest—Actions of Widow Come In for 


Scrutiny. 


Duluth, Minn, Aug. 19,—The mysterious 
killing of John McAlpine, a wealthy Duluth 
lumberman; who was found with a bullet 
through his head in his east end home early 
last Friday, is no nearer solution tonight 
than when the coroner’s jury returned its 
verdict of murder by an unknown person 
yesterday. 

The police are revolving the extensive, 
rather conflicting evidence which was secured’ 
at the inquest. 

The testimony of Deputy Coroner McAuliffe 
relative to the varying emotions of the elder 
Mrs. McAlpine as ‘iven at yesterday's hear- 
ing is subjected to comment. At one stage 
the deputy coroner said she was greatly agi- 
tated while at another he stated that she 
‘peemed cool and collected. 

Dr. McAuliffe said he questioned her rela- 
tive to the occurrences which happened 
earlier and that they were substantially ae 
she had testified Saturday.

Flat River, Mo., Aug. 19.—The first rioting 
during the strike of 5,000 St. Francis county

office, two of the miners were shot and seri- 
ously wounded early this morning. Greater 
violence was prevented by the refusal of all 
Flat River hardware dealers to sell revolvers

Satisfied with Progress in Ne- 
gotiations for Reduction 
Company Plant. 


DROPS SPECIAL SESSION. 


But Will Ask Couneil to Correct 
Boulevard Link Ordi- 
nance Soon, 


Mayor Harrison indicated yesterday his 
approval of progress being made for the 
purchase by the city of the plant of the Chi- 
cago Reduction company. 

The mayor errived in the morning, coming 


in Huron Mountain, Mich., and almost his 
first inquiry at his office regarded the gar- 
bage tangle. He discussed it with Ald. John 
A. Richert, chairman of the council com- 
mittee on finance, and Henry A. Allen, as- 
sistant city engineer, appointed the city’s 
appraiser to determine the value of the 
plant. 

The mayor said the contract between the 
city and the company for the purchase at the 
appraised valuation had not been signed, but 
expressed his conviction the deal will be 
closed without any serious hitch. 


Contract Satisfactory to All. 

“I am satisfied the deal is going along 
all right,“ he said. “Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Hornstein tells me the contract is 
drafted and is satisfactory to the attorneys 
for the company. It will be submitted to 
them in g short time. President Julian was 
here yesterday, expecting I would be back 
but he was unable to wait until today, and 
will return later. 

„The company has named Harry Almert 
of H. M. Byllesby & Co. as its appraiser, and 
Col. Allen, for the city, has had his men 
in the plant for some time. When the con- 
tract is signed they will select the third man. 
Among those being considered are Andrew 
Lanquist of Lanquist & Ilisley, J. C. Cleaver 
of D. H. Burnham's office, Lyman E. Cooley, 
Mortimer Cooley, C. J. Davidson, and Albert 


Reichman.” 
Drops Plan for Special Session. 


For a time the mayor considered the ad- 

visability of calling a special session of the 
council tomorrow afternoon for repeal of the 
defective boulevard link ordinance. This 
must be taken from the books, according to 
the lawyers, ‘before the board of local im- 
provements can consider a new ordinance 
necessary to cure the defects of the present 
one. Late in the afternoon he announced thg 
board had informed him a session early in 
September would meet the needs of the situ- 
ation. Because of the large number of alder- 
men out of the city the chances for a quorum 
tomorrow were slim. 

The mayor admitted the two men who will 
be nominated by the local board for appoint- 
ment as commissioners for the link widening 
proceedings are at work now.
